Plain Statement as to the 


LIQUOR QUESTION 


In view of the fact, that a great many good and conscientious people in Hemp- 


stead County have criticized my decision in the recent liquor election case; and, 
feeling that in a large measure this has been due to a lack of complete under- 
standing on their part as to the legal issues involved in the case, I believe it to be my 
duty to myself and my friends to make the following statement concerning this 
case; 


The law under which the petitioners were seeking to call the election, provides 


that the court shall order the election upon the petition of 15% of the official list 
of poll tax payers of the county. 


The legal issue involved in this case was whether or not the petition contained 


sufficient signatures as provided by law. 


Act 622 of the Acts of 1923, provides: 
It shall be the duty of the Adjutant 


General of the State in the month of January each year to furnish to the County 
Clerk of each county in this State a certified list containing the names of all 
residents of the county who are on active military or naval duty in the Armies and 
Navies of the United States, and that the county clerk in the month of February of 
each year shall certify to the county court the poll tax assessments of all such resi- 
dents of his county as was shown by such list and at the same time to furnish to the 
tax collectors a copy of such assessments; that the county court or county judge in 
vacation shall make an order directing the clerk to issue to the collector a county 
warrant covering the amount necessary to pay the poll taxes of all such soldiers and 
sailors and to deliver said warrant to the county collector and the county collector 
shall thereupon RECORD THE NAME OF EACH SUCH SOLDIER OR SAILOR IN 
THE OFFICIAL LIST OF POLL TAX PAYERS, and such soldier or sailor shall be 
given credit for such payment and shall be entitled to all the rights and privileges 
to which he would be entitled if he had paid his poll tax personally. 


The foregoing law is applicable in those cases where the quorum court of the 


county has made an appropriation for the purpose of providing funds out of which 
to pay these poll taxes. No such appropriation was made in Hempstead County, but 
in 1944 the people of the State of Arkansas by popular vote amended the constitu- 
tion to provide that soldiers and sailors on active military duty and possessing the 
other qualifications might vote without the payment of the poll tax. It was there- 
fore unnecessary for the quorum court, which has to do only with the financial 
affairs of the County, to make an appropriation for this purpose. 


With this law before me, and with the stipulation of the parties that there were 


at that time 2500 citizens of Hempstead County who were absent from the county 
and in the military service in this and foreign lands, I held that the law should be 
construed thqt these 2500 soldiers, sailors and marines were an integral part of the 
electorate of Hempstead County and that if the Adjutant General in the absence of 
these, service men and women had performed the duties required of him by law, that 
the names of these citizens would have, as they should have, appeared upon the of- 
ficial list of voters and that their absence from such list was in no sense the fault 
of these service men and women and that they were not thereby deprived of the full 
fruits of their citizenship. 


Although I am a veteran of World War I, and have an abiding sympathy for the 


civil rights of all those who are called from their homes to engage in military service, 
still my decision was influenced solely by my interpretation of this law. 


There was no issue of wet and dry before the court in this case, but there was 


the legal issue involving the constitutional and statutory status of these 2500 per- 
sons to be passed upon for the first time by any Court in the State of Arkansas. I 
decided the case as I thought the law required. The Supreme Court, however, dis- 
agreed with my views and reversed my decision. 


(» 
Upon this basis it appears that some of Mr. Brown's supporters have seized 


upon the prohibition question seeking to make it an issue in the Circuit Judge's 
race. In my opinion, there is and can be no such issue, but if Mr. Brown insists 
on having such an issue whether or no, then I feel that the people of Hempstead 
County are entitled to know that in 1935 when the State of Arkansas was bone 
dry, Mr. Brown as Representative of Clark County, the very driest county in this 
circuit, cast the deciding vote for the Thorne Liquor Bill, and was not satisfied with 
that, but also cast the deciding vote for the Emergency Clause, thereby prevent- 
ing the people of Arkansas from voting upon this law.

U.S. Marines in 
China Bolstered

Peiping, Aug. 2 —UPi—With tanks 


available if needed, U. S. Marines 
today took up their regular patrols 
of the Tientsin-Peiping highway on.

It may develop 'in otherwise nor- 
mal individuals, or It may occur 
with eczema, nervous skin diseases, 
psoriasis, or -upsets of the endo- 
crine glands, or following injuries 
to the skin.

The skin of a vililigo victim is 


normal, : except that his cells no 
longer manufacture 
the 
brown 


coloring matter 
(melanin) which 


is • found in varying amounts in 
the skins of all races. The while 
patches have a smooth surface, 
and 
they arc 
sharply lined off 


from the normally-pigmcnled skin 
The 
white 
skin-spots 
do not 


thicken or become inflmcd. 
PATCHES MAY SPREAD 


Vitiligo 
patches

involved, 
producing p s c u d o- 


albinism. They become red, and 
Ihcy may show sensitivity to sun- 
light. They do not itch or burn. 


None of the treatments which 
have been tried for vilillgo has 
been uniformily successful." In a 
few cases, the coloring matter has 
returned of its own accord,

occurcncc which makes it 
diffi- 


cult lo decide how effective treat- 
ment may be.

Oil of bcrgamol, an ingredient 


of some--toilet waters, has been 
applied on vitiligo spots, and Ihe 
area has been, exposed lo ullra- 
violct light. The Idea was sug- 
gested by the fact that some toilet 
waters cause brown patches on tht 
skin. But in vitiligo no such ef- 
fect was observed.

Truman Signs 
Bill for Atom 
Control 


Washington, Aug 1 —(/I1)— Lcgis 


lalion sotting up the 
machinery 


for civilian control of domestic de- 
velopment of atomic energy be 
came law today 
with President 


Truman's signature. 


The law: 
(1) Creates a five-member all- 
control, with a general manager 
handljng the commission's admin- 
istrative work, (2) Sets up four 
divisions to work with the commis- 
sion, (3 Gives the governmcht a 
virtual monopoly 
on 
inventions 


and patents in the field of atomic 
energy, 
and 
(4) provided 
the 


death penalty for major violations 
committed with intent to 
injure 
the United Stales. 
The commission members and 


the general manager will be ap- 
pointed by the president, subject 
lo Senalc confirmation. The mem- 
bers and the general manager will 
be paid $15,000 a year, with 
the 


chairman receiving $17,500. 


Mr. Truman told a news confer- 


ence today that he expects lo an 
nouncc the commission member- 
ship as soon as ho has obtained ac- 
ceptances Irom those he has asked 
to serve. 


Under the commission, and ap- 


pointed by it, will be divisions ol 
military application, research, en- 
gineering, 
and production, each 


headed by a director paid $14,00f 
a year. The director of the divi- 
sion of military application will be 
a member of the armed forces. 
The commission will promote re- 


search and development activities 
by private or public instilulions 
and through its own organization. 


H will have 
exclusive 
control 


over fissionable material used 
in 


Ihe production of atomic bombs 
and over facilities used in produc- 
tion, but may permit others, under 
rigid controls, to'produce fission- 
able materials. 


Licenses will be required for the 
use of devices utilizing atomic en- 
ergy and can not be issued until 
congress has had 90 days in which 
to study Ihe project involved. 
Only the commission may pro- 


duce atomic weapons, 
with 
the 


president's approval. With his ap- 
proval, also, the commission would 
allow the armed forces to operate 
in the field of atomic weapon pro- 
duction. 
The law will become inoperative 


if at any time it conflicts 
with 


treaties 
or 
international 
agree- 


ments approved by congress. 
The law sets up a joint commit- 


tee of nine senators and nine rep- 
resentatives to make continuing 
studies of the commission's activ- 
ities and of problems 
related 
to 


the development, use and control 
of atomic energy.

jccause the normal skin-colorlng 
becomes darker at the edge of the 
white patches. 


In vlUligo, the real difficulty Is 


n those portions of the skin which 
lose the coloring matter: 


The cause of vitilifio is Unknown. 


It may develop 'in otherwise nor- 
mal individuals, or It may occur 
with eczema, nervous skin diseases, 
psoriasis, or -upsets of the endo- 
crine glands, or following injuries 
to the skin.

The skin of a vililigo victim is 


normal, : except that his cells no 
longer manufacture 
the 
brown 


coloring matter 
(melanin) which 


is • found in varying amounts in 
the skins of all races. The while 
patches have a smooth surface, 
and 
they arc 
sharply lined off 


from the normally-pigmcnled skin 
The 
white 
skin-spots 
do not 


thicken or become inflmcd. 
PATCHES MAY SPREAD 


Vitiligo 
patches 
sometimes 


spread 
until 
large 
areas arc 


involved, 
producing p s c u d o- 


albinism. They become red, and 
Ihcy may show sensitivity to sun- 
light. They do not itch or burn. 


None of the treatments which 
have been tried for vilillgo has 
been uniformily successful." In a 
few cases, the coloring matter has 
returned of its own accord, 
an 


occurcncc which makes it 
diffi- 


cult lo decide how effective treat- 
ment may be. 


If the spots bother the owner, 


they can1 be covered with one of 
the commorical preparations for 
hiding marks. Most of these ap - 
plications 'have a 'waterproof base, 
and their- use 
will not interfere 
with water sports, 


Oil of bcrgamol, an ingredient 


of some--toilet waters, has been 
applied on vitiligo spots, and Ihe 
area has been, exposed lo ullra- 
violct light. The Idea was sug- 
gested by the fact that some toilet 
waters cause brown patches on tht 
skin. But in vitiligo no such ef- 
fect was observed. 


Internal treatment with 
sold 


salts Is used 
in vililifio, but, ac- 


cording to several observers, re- 
sults do not justify their use. 


The so-called anti-gray-hair vi- 


tamin docs not have any effect. 


The morale of vitiligo victims 


can be improved by reassurance.

To prevent chloasmic spots from 


becoming darker in the summer- 
time, the spots can be protected 
with grease, or uniform pigmenta- 
tion of the skin may be developed 
by using one of the cosmetic prep- 
aration for tanning . 


Freckle creams remove the out- 
er layers of the skin, along with 
a small amount of pigment. Their 
chief effect 
is probably psycho- 


logical. Excessive .use may result, 
however, In skin irritation.

Truman Signs 
Bill for Atom 
Control 


Washington, Aug 1 —(/I1)— Lcgis 


lalion sotting up the 
machinery 


for civilian control of domestic de- 
velopment of atomic energy be 
came law today 
with President 


Truman's signature. 


The law: 
(1) Creates a five-member all- 
control, with a general manager 
handljng the commission's admin- 
istrative work, (2) Sets up four 
divisions to work with the commis- 
sion, (3 Gives the governmcht a 
virtual monopoly 
on 
inventions 


and patents in the field of atomic 
energy, 
and 
(4) provided 
the 


death penalty for major violations 
committed with intent to 
injure 
the United Stales. 
The commission members and 


the general manager will be ap- 
pointed by the president, subject 
lo Senalc confirmation. The mem- 
bers and the general manager will 
be paid $15,000 a year, with 
the 


chairman receiving $17,500. 


Mr. Truman told a news confer- 


ence today that he expects lo an 
nouncc the commission member- 
ship as soon as ho has obtained ac- 
ceptances Irom those he has asked 
to serve. 


Under the commission, and ap- 


pointed by it, will be divisions ol 
military application, research, en- 
gineering, 
and production, each 


headed by a director paid $14,00f 
a year. The director of the divi- 
sion of military application will be 
a member of the armed forces. 
The commission will promote re- 


search and development activities 
by private or public instilulions 
and through its own organization. 


H will have 
exclusive 
control 


over fissionable material used 
in 


Ihe production of atomic bombs 
and over facilities used in produc- 
tion, but may permit others, under 
rigid controls, to'produce fission- 
able materials. 


Licenses will be required for the 
use of devices utilizing atomic en- 
ergy and can not be issued until 
congress has had 90 days in which 
to study Ihe project involved. 
Only the commission may pro- 


duce atomic weapons, 
with 
the 


president's approval. With his ap- 
proval, also, the commission would 
allow the armed forces to operate 
in the field of atomic weapon pro- 
duction. 
The law will become inoperative 


if at any time it conflicts 
with 


treaties 
or 
international 
agree- 


ments approved by congress. 
The law sets up a joint commit- 


tee of nine senators and nine rep- 
resentatives to make continuing 
studies of the commission's activ- 
ities and of problems 
related 
to 


the development, use and control 
of atomic energy.

tee of rescuing nations but neither 
did Russia and, though Russia did 
accommodate many, she was no 
more merciful in proportion to her 
means, than Spain.

Russia was extremely popular in 
Ticsl European countries. The So- 
viets enjoyed enormous prestige,

revolution swept Ihe present gov-
